CENTRAL ONTARIO CAMPAIGN- 


Then came a general carnpaign to clear up the 
entire hydro-electric situation in Central Ontario, 
The manager of the Belleville Ciamber of Com- 
merce visited every municipality between Osha- * 
wa and Kingston that had not yet purchased its 
local electrical distributing plant He delivered 
scores of addresses to public bodits; he interview- 
ed councils and made arrangemeits for votes; he 
carried on correspondence over nany months giv- 
ing advice and information whemver required. 

Votes were eventually take: in all these 
municipalities. In only two placis, Cobourg and 
Bowmanville, were adverse maprities recorded 
and both these, at a later date reversed their 
foolish decision. Public ownershi> had triumped ‘
